Much confusion created in army 
corespondence by the use of the terms, right 
and left banks of ariver. Scientific writers 
use the terme in reference to the position of a 
peteon descending the river.

Rivers turn wind so that nothing definite 
cati be made of east, west, north, and south 
banks. Travellers go up stream and down 
stream, and beck again irregulary, that 
none ean know which bank is on their right 
hand or left st any particular time, gules
